It  is  a faCt  of  which  every  medical  man  muft  be 
aware,  that,  in  the  Pharmacopoeias  already  extant,  a 
very  inconfiderable  number  of  formula;  are  included  for 
the  particular  ufe  of  furgeons,  and  many  of  thefe  happen 
to  be  fuch  as  individuals  do  not  altogether  approve.  It 
may  indeed  be  very  reafonably  difputed,  whether  the 
learned  bodies  who  have  for  a feries  of  years,  fent  forth 
their  inftru&ions  on  this  fubjeft,  be  aCtually  competent 
to  the  talk  of  direCKng  what  remedies  are  adapted  to  the 
praCtice  of  a branch  of  the  healing  art  with  which  they 
profefs  to  have  no  acquaintance  whatever;  and  they 
would  perhaps  have  done  well,  had  they  acknowledged 
this  incompetency,  by  leaving  entirely  out  of  their  new 
editions,  the  few  topical  remedies  that  are  at  prefent  in- 
cluded in  them.  The  defign  of  the  following  pages,  is  to 
fupply  the  deficiencies  alluded  to,  and  to  furnifh  the  chi- 
Turgical  practitioner,  with  a complete  collection  of  thofe 
formulas,  which,  in  the  courfe  of  his  profclfional  engage- 
ments, he  muft  neceffarily  ftand  in  need  of. 

Since  the  publication  of  the  Theory  of  Chirurgical  Phar- 
macy, a work,  at  this  time,  in  a great  meafure,  obfolete, 
and  difgraced  alfo  with  receipts  for  cofmetics  and  other, 
ridiculous  compofitions,  nothing  of  this  kind  has  been  at- 
tempted. The  praftice  of  the  different  Hofpitals,  has  indeed 
been  the  fubjeCt  of  a fomewhat  later  publication,  but  its 
known  inaccuracy,  the  unfcientific  way  in  which  it  is  put 
together,  and  the  very  few  chirurgical  remedies  included 
in  it,  afford  the  praftitioncr  a very  fcanty  fhare  of  informa- 
tion. In  the  prefent  work,  particular  carethas  been  taken, 
to  admit  only  fuch  formula  as  are  applicable  to  furgery, 
and,  of  thofe,  none  but  really  ufeful  and  efficacious  reme- 
dies. Where  this  rule  is  difregarded  at  lcaft,  it  is  only 
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on  the  authority  of  fome  eminent  pra&itioner,  whofe  par- 
tiality to  a particular  remedy,  has  been  grounded  on  a 
long  experience  of  its  good  efFefts,  and  whofe  name  fur- 
nilhcs  a fort  of  fanftion  for  its  introdu&ion. 

In  the  nomenclature,  as  flrift  an  attention  is  paid  as 
the  cafe  would  admit,  to  the  plan  very  properly  purfued 
by  the  London  College,  but,  in  fome  few  cafes,  as  the 
reader  will  readily  perceive,  it  has  been  found  impra&i- 
cable. 

Since  the  practice  of  furgery  unavoidably  embraces 
many  of  the  remedies  of  the  phyfician,  it  has  alfo  been 
found  neceffary  to  pay  a degree  of  attention  to  them ; but 
this  is  done  to  no  farther  an  extent^  than  the  cufloms  of 
medical  furgery  may  be  fuppofed  to  warrant.  To  all  the 
formula;  direftly  taken  from  the  College,  a diftinguifhing 
mark  has  been  affixed.  The  more  operofe  of  thefe,  as  the 
chemical  preparations,  &c.  are  merely  named,  and  their 
ufes,  in  a concife  way,  pointed  out.  The  more  pharma- 
ceutical compofitions,  as  the  collyria,  liniments,  unguents, 
ckc.  are  detailed,  and  their  mode  of  application  fpoken  of. 
Laftly,  it  may  be  proper  to  obferve,  that  Cheseeden’s 
Short  EJfay  towards  a Pharmacopoeia  Chirurgica,  annexed  to 
Le  Dran's  Operations,  furnilhed  the  general  hint  for  the  pre- 
fent  publication,  which,  it  is  hoped,  will  be  found  of 
fome  utility  to  the  furgical  pra&itioncr.

ALKOHOL  CARYOPHYLLATUM. 

R Alkoholis  drach.  iij. 

Olci  caryophylli  drach-.  j mifce. 

This  folution  of  oil  of  cloves  in  alkohol,  lias 
been  applied  upon  lint,  to  carious  bones,  to 
quicken  the  procefs  of  exfoliation.  At  the 
Infirmary  at  Gloceftcr  tin’s  end  was  thought  to 
be  anfivercd,  at  lead  equally  well,  by  the  ap- 
plication of  vinegar. 

ANTI  MON  IUM  MURIATUM.  (LJ 

As  a cauflic,  this  remedy  has  been  long  ufed, 
under  the  name  of  butler  of  anlipiovy,  for  dellroy- 
ing  warts  and  excrcfccnccs.

r\  he  boiling  water  is  to  be  added  to  the  other 
ingredients,  and  filtered  when  cold.  This  is 
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the  aqua  camphorata  of  Bates,  and  is  chiefly 
employed,  in  a diluted  date,  as  a collyrium  ; 
but  it  may  alfo  prove  of  fervice  as  an  applica- 
tion to  foul  ulcers. 

AQUA  KALI  PURL  (L) 

R Kali  lib.  iv. 

Calcis  lib.  vj. 

Aquae  diftillatae  cong.  iv. 

Four  pints  of  water  being  added  to  the  lime, 
are  to  be  allowed  to  ftand  for  one  hour ; after 
which  the  kali  and  the  reft  of  the  water  are  to 
be  joined.  The  mixture  is  then  to  be  boiled  for 
a quarter  of  an  hour,  and  when  cold  drained 
off.  This  is  the  foap-ley  of  the  old  Difpenfa- 
tory.  It  has  been  thought  capable  of  diffol- 
ving  urinary  calculi,  and  with  this  view  has 
been  given  in  confiderable  dofes,  and  for  a 
length  of  time,  in  feveral  inftances.  Thefe 
f trials,  however,  have  not  proved  fo  fuccefsful 
as  could  have  been  wifhed,  nor  is  the  exhibi- 
tion of  fo  aflive  a remedy  unattended  with  dif- 
advantageous  confcquences  to  the  fyftem,  Tor 
which  reafon.  under  the  name  of  mephitic  alkaline 
zoater,  vegetable  alkali  fuperfaturated  with  fix- 
ed air,  has  of  late  been  fubftituted  in  nephritic 
complaints,  and  is  very  ftrongly  recommended 
by  Dr.  Pcrcival  and  other  writers. 


ARGENTUM  NITRATUM.  (L) 

This  is  the  mildeft  of  the  cauftics  ufed  in  fur- 
gery.  Its  utility  as  an  occafional  application 
to  venereal  and  other  ulcers  is  well  known. 
Mr.  Hunter  direfls  it  alfo  in  the  cure  of  tinc- 
tures, in  which  cafe  it  is  to  be  patted,  through 
a canula,  down  the  urethra,  till  it  comes  inu» 
contalt  with  the  difeafed  part. 

ARSENICUM  ANTIMONIATUM. 

R Antimonii  pulverizati  unc.  ij. 

Arfenici  pulverizati  unc.j. 

Thefe  are  to  be  fluxed  together  in  a crucible 
and  afterwards  reduced  to  powder.  This  is  the 
cautlic  fo  extenfively  ufed,  under  the  name  of 
arfenical  caujlic , by  the  late  Mr.  Juflamond  in  his 
treatment  of  cancers.  It  is,  perhaps,  one  of 
the  moft  ufeful  of  this  clafs  of  remedies,  being 
remarkably  well  calculated  for  thedeflru&ion 
of  excrefcences,  or  for  the  removal  of  parts,  in 
ill-conditioned  ulcers,  which  feem  to  obftruft 
their  healing.  It  maybe  reduced  to  any  degree 
of  mildnefs  by  the  addition  of  powdered  opium, 
which,  in  fome  meafure,  alfo  alts  fpeciftcally, 
in  dimmifhing  the  violence  of  the  pain. 
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BALSAMUM  PERUVIANUM  CUM 
FELLE. 

R Fellisbovis  drach.  iij. 

Balfami  peruviani  drach.  j mifce. 

This  is  a remedy  of  the  late  Dr.  Hugh  Smith, 
who  dire6ted  it  to  be  occafionally  dropped  into 
the  ear  in  thofe  cafes  where  a conflant  dif- 
charge  of  foetid  matter  indicates  a difeafed  (late 
of  its  fecretions.  The  gall  employed  in  it  has 
alfo  the  property  of  foftening  the  wax  fo  as  to 
render  it  more  removeable  by  fimple  fyring- 
ing. 


CALOMELAS.  (L ) 

This  preparation  of  quickfilver  is  in  fuch 
general  ufe  as  to  need  no  particular  defeription. 

CALX  CUM  KALI  PURO.  (L) 

This  is  the  caullicum  commune  fortius  of  the 
old  Difpenfatory*.  The  principal  ufe  to  which 
it  has  been  applied,  has  been  for  the  purpole 
of  opening  abfcefi'es,  but  this  is  more  expedi- 
tioully  done  by  the  application  of  kali  purum. 

CATAPLASMA  ACETI. 

This  cataplafm  may  be  made  either  with  vi- 
negar and  oatmeal  only,  or  with  the  addition 
of  bread-crumbs.  It  is  a fimple  but  effc&ual 


remedy  for  fprains  or  bruifes,  and  anfwers  beft 
if  applied  cold,  in  which  date  it  alfo  has  con- 
fiderable  effeft  in  flopping  the  progrefs  of  fcro- 
fulous  enlargements  of  the  bones. 

CATAPLASMA  ALUMINIS.  (L) 

This  is  prepared  by  brifkly  flirringa  lump  of 
alum  in  the  whites  of  two  eggs  till  they  form  a 
coagulum,  which  is  found  very  ferviceablc  in 
ophthalmia,  that  of  the  purulent  kind  more 
efpecially.  It  is  to  be  applied  to  the  eye  be- 
tween two  pieces  of  thin  linen  rag.  As  a re- 
medy for  chilblains  it  is  alfo  very  efficacious.

After  boiling  the  briony  and  elder  flowers 
till  they  become  tender,  they  mull  be  bruifed, 
and  the  gum  ammoniac,  previoufly  diflolved  in 
vinegar,  mud  be  added  to  them.  The  muria- 
ted  ammonia  and  the  camphorated  fpirit  are 
laflly  to  be  joined,  and  the  whole  mixed  toge- 
ther into  a cataplafm.  This  is  the  cataplaj'nia. . 
difeutiens  of  the  old  Edinburgh  Pharmacopoeia. 
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CATAPLASMA  CALCIS.

The  lime  being  flacked  with  a fufficient 
quantity  of  water,  the  lard  and  oatmeal  are  to 
be  afterwards  added.  This  is  in  ufc  at  the 
Bath  Hofpital  as  a remedy  in  knee  cafes. 

CATAPLASMA  CALCIS  VITRIOLATdE. 

The  ufe  of  plafler  of  Paris  as  a cataplafm  to 
ulcers  was  fir  ft  introduced  into  practice  by 
Mr.  Blizard  at  the  London  Hofpital.  Its  ef- 
fects were  at  fii\ft  thought  very  flattering,  though 
the  principle  on  which  it  was  applied  has  ne- 
ver been  well  explained,  but  a farther  trial 
does  not  appear  to  have  confirmed  its  ufeful- 
nefs.  The  powdered  plafler  is  mixed  in  the 
common  way,  with  water,  and  applied,  while 
foft,  to  the  ulcer,  where  it  hardens  and  is  fuf- 
dfered  to  remain  for  two  or  three  days  before  it  is 
renewed.  It  is  principally  adapted  for  the 
treatment  of  that  kind  of  ulcer  in  which  a 
want  of  vigour  is  apparent. 

CATAPLASMA  CEREVISI/E. 

This  is  prepared  by  flirring  into  the  grounds 
of  ftrong  beer  as  much  oatmeal  as  will  make 


it  of  a fuitable  confiflence.  It  is  fometimes 
employed  as  a flimulant,  but  moll  eommonly 
as  an  antifeptic  to  mortified  parts^

CATAPLASMA  CICUT^E., 

To  the  fomentum  cicutae  add  as  much  oat- 
meal as  will  fufficiently  thicken  it.  This  poul- 
tice is  employed  in  cancerous  and  fcrofulous 
cales  and  in  moll  ulcers  of  an  inveterate  cha- 
racter, to  diminifh  their  fenfibility  and  amend 
the  difcharge.  The  frefh  herb,  bruifed,  was 
preferred  for  thefe  purpofes,  by  Mr.  Jultamond, 
and  is  perhaps  more  to  be  relied  on. 

CATAPLASMA  CUMINI.  ( Lj

Thefe  ingredients  are  directed  by  the  Col- 
lege to  be  powdered  and  formed  into  a cata- 
plafm  with  thrice  their  weight  of  honey.  This 
remedy  is  feldom  ufed  at  prefent,  but  was  for- 
merly confidered  as  a ufeful  antifeptic,  and  ap- 
plied, with  that  view,  to  mortified  parts. 


CATAPLASMA  DAUCI. 

This  cataplafm,  which  has  been  found  of  fer- 
vice  in  fweetening  putrid  ulcers  particularly 
thofe  of  the  cancerous  kind,  is  prepared  merely 
by  boiling  carrots  a fufficient  length  of  time 
and  malhing  them  up  into  a pulp.  Turnips  are 
fometimes  prepared  in  the  fame  way,  and  are 
found  to  anfwer  the  fame  pnrpofe.  Both  are 
to  be  applied  to  the  ulcer  without  the  inter- 
vention of  lint  or  any  other  fubllance. 

CATAPLASMA  EFFERVESCENS. 

This  cataplafm  is  prepared  by  ftirring  into 
an  infufion  of  malt  (fuch  as  may  be  readily  ob- 
tained from  the  ale  or  porter  brewers)  as  much 
oatmeal  as  is  required  to  make  it  of  a proper 
thicknefs,  and  afterwards  adding  about  a fpoon- 
ful  of  yeaft.  This  is  by  much  the  mod  effec- 
tual way  of  applying  fixed  air  to  ulcers,  cancers, 
or  other  local  affeftions  requiring  to  be  treated 
with  powerful  antifeptic  remedies.  In  apply- 
ing it,  care  mull  be  taken  not  to  bind  it  on 
too  clofely,  as  the  fermentation,  a fhort  time 
after  its  application,  will  be  confiderable,  and 
its  bulk,  of  courfe,  fo  increafed,  as  to  put  the 
cloths  and  bandages  which  confine  it  very  much 
on  the  ftretch, 


CATAPLASMA  FARINACEUM. 

It  has  been  the  cuftom,  for  a very  long  pe- 
riod, to  employ  milk  in  the  compofition  of  a 
bread-poultice,  but  as  it  is  liable  to  turn  four  by 
the  heat  of  the  body,  and  poffeffes  no  greater 
property  of  relaxing  the  {kin  than  water,  we 
fhould  prefer  the  latter.  It  is  prepared  effec- 
tually and  with  very  little  trouble,  by  merely 
foaking  dices  of  new  bread,  in  boiling  hot  wa- 
ter, till  they  are  fwollen  and  perfeftly  foft.  It 
is  neceffary  to  pour  away,  and  even  to  prefs 
out,  as  much  water  as  may  appear  to  be  fuper- 
fluous,  and  the  bread  may  then  be  beaten  up 
with  a fpoon.  This  compofition  will  be  ren- 
dered fttll  more  complete  if  we  ftir  into  it  a 
fmall  quantity  of  linfeed  meal,  which  has  the 
double  advantage  of  binding  its  parts  together, 
fo  that  it  fhall  not  fmear  and  cling  to  the  {kin, 
and  alfo  of  retaining,  for  a much  longer  time, 
that  moifture,  on  the  prefervation  of  which, 
its  furgical  properties  chiefly  depend.  The  ad- 
dition of  oil,  or  any  kind  of  unguent  in  poul- 
tices, is  deffruftive  of  their  efficacy,  and  cannot 
be  too  ftrenuoully  prohibited. 

CATAPLASMA  GALBANI  COMPOSI- 
TUM. 

R Radicis  lillii  albi  unc.  iv. 
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Caricarum  unc.  j. 

Radicis  cepas  vulgaris  contufas  unc.  ifs. 

Galbani  unc.  fs. 

Pulveris  feminis  lini  q.s. 

The  lilly-roots  and  figs  are  to  be  boiled  and 
bruifed;  the  onions  are  to  be  afterwards  added, 
and  likewife  the  galbanum,  previoufly  rubbed 
with  the  yolk  of  an  egg.  This  differs  little 
from  the  old  Edinburgh  cataplafma  fu.ppura.ns , 
except  in  the  omiffion  of  the  yellow  bafilicon 
and  oil  of  chamomile.  The  defign  of  it  is 
obvious. 

CATAPLASMA  LINI. 

Linfeed-poultice  is  made  by  Rirring  a fuf- 
ficient  quantity  of  the  meal  into  boiling  water. 
This  is  reckoned  a good  emollient,  and  is  uni- 
verfally  adopted  by  the  hofpitals;  but  it  is  doubt- 
ful whether  the  poultice  of  bread  and  linfeed 
do  not  excel  it,  as  there  is  too  great  an  abun- 
dance of  flimy  mucilage  in  the  linfeed  alone,  to 
anfwer,  completely,  thepurpofesof  a relaxant. 

CATAPLASMA  LYTHARGYRI  ACE- 
TATE 

R Aqu  as  lithargyri  acetati  drach.  j. 

Aquae  dillillatae  lib.  j. 

Mica:  panis  q.  f.  tnifec. 
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This  poultice  is  a fuitable  vehicle  for  the  fa- 
turnine  folution,  and  is  to  be  applied  in  cafes 
of  local  inflammation  or  to  improve  the  Rate  of 
unhealthy  fores. 

CATAPLASMA  MALI  MATURI. 

This  is  a good  and  convenient  cataplafm  for 
inflamed  eyes.  The  apples  are  to  be  thoroughly 
roafled  and  the  foft  pulp  feparated  and  applied 
to  the  eve  without  any  intervening  fubftance. 
It  may  not  be  amiis  to  mention  here,  that,  in 
all  cafes  of  ophthalmy  where  a cataplafm  is 
preferred,  it  fhould  be  applied  to  the  naked 
eye,  unlefs  its  ingredients  be  fo  rough  or  the 
eye  fo  irritable,  as  to  render  that  imprudent,  in 
which  cafe,  the  ufual  way  of  inclofing  it  be- 
tween two  pieces  of  gauze  or  thin  linen  rag  is 
to  be  adopted,  though  the  experiment  will  at 
once  fhew  how  impoffible  it  is,  in  this  way,  to 
bring  the  remedy  clnfely  into  contaft  with  the 
difeafed  part.  This  cataplafm  is  among  the 
remedies  employed  in  the  Hofpital  of  Invalids 
at  l aris,  but  the  apples  are  there  directed  to  be 
mixed  with  milk,  which,  coagulating,  forms  a 
compound  probably  of  lefs  efficacy  thi*n  the 
apples  alone. 

CATAPLASMA  NATRI  VITRIOLATI. 

Be  Natri  vitriolati  unc.  j. 
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Aqua:  ferventis  lib.  fs. 
Mica:  panis  q.  f.  mifce. 


This  formula  is  attributed  to  Dr.  Kirkland, 
and  is  faid  to  be  particularly  ufeful  in  thofe  in- 
flammations of  the  eye  where  the  fecretions  are 
deficient. 


CATAPLASMA  PAPAVERIS  ALBL 

R Fomenti  papaveris  albi  lib.  j. 

Mica:  panis  q.  f.  mifce. 


This  poultice,  on  account  of  its  fedative 
qualities,  which,  if  neceffary,  may  be  farther 
increafed  by  adding  to  it  a folution  of  opium, 
is  very  properly  applied  to  parts  in  an  irritable 
flate,  and  in  all  external  cafes  where  it  becomes 
an  objcfl  to  alleviate  pain, 


CATAPLASMA  QUERCtJS  MARINI. 

This  is  prepared  by  bruifing  a quantity  of 
the  marine  plant  commonly  called  fca  tang , 
which  is  afterwards  to  be  applied  bv  way  of  a 
poultice.  Its  chief  ufc  is  in  calcs  of  fcrofula; 
white  fwellings  and  glandular  tumours  more 
efpccially.  Where  this  vegetable  cannot  be 
obtained  in  its  recent  flate,  a common  poultice 
of  fca  water  and  oatmeal  has  be:n  fubflituted  by 
Mr.  Hunter  and  other  furgeons  of  eminence. 
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CATAPLASMA  RADICIS  SOLANI  TU- 
BEROSE 

A quantityjof  raw  potatoes  are  to  be  pound- 
ed in  a mortar  to  a proper  degree  ®f  finenefs. 
This,  though  a vulgar  remedy,  is  nevertheleis 
a very  ufeful  application  to  parts  that  have 
been  fealded  or  burnt,  but  chiefly  in  the  former 
cafe.  They  arc  to  be  applied  cold,  which  con- 
tributes farther  to  the  property  they  poflefs  of 
refilling  the  progrefs  of  the  inflammation. 

CATAPLASMA  ROS-T. 

R Confervas  rdfae  unc.  ij. 

Aluminis  drach.  j. 

The  alum  is  to  be  finely  pulverized  and  mixed 
with  the  conferve.  This  is  reckoned  a ufeful 
application  in  the  latter  ftages  of  ophthalmy. 

CATAPLASMA  SINAPEOS.  (L) 

Be  Seminum  finapeos  pulveris. 

Medullas  panis  fing.  lib.  fs. 

Accti  q.  f.  mi  fee. 

This  is  feldom  employed  in  furgical  cafes, 
but  certainly  admits  of  it,  and  is  inferted  on  that 
account.

The  crow’s  foot  and  dog’s  fennel  being  frefli 
gathered  and  bruifed.the  other  ingredients  are  to 
be  added,  and  the  whole  beaten  into  a pafte. 
This  is  to  be  formed  into  balls  and  dried  in  the  ' 
fun.  When  ufed,  they  are  direfted  to  be  pow- 
dered, mixed  with  the  yolk  of  an  egg,  and  ap- 
plied, on  a piece  of  pig’s  bladder,  to  the 
•furfacc  of  the  cancer.  In  this  Hate  the  cauf- 
tic  is  to  remain  till  the  efchar  feparates  fpon- 
laneoufly.  In  ufing  this,  which  is  the  cele- 
brated cancer  remedy  of  Mr.  Plunkett,  great 
circumfpeftion  is  at  all  times  ncceilary,  parti- 
cularly in  applying  it  to  cancers  of  the  nofe  or 
lips,  on  account  of  the  danger  of  fwallowing  a 

portion  of  the  arfcnic.,

CAUSTICUM  OPIATUM,

The  Caullic  powder  and  the  opium  being  mix- 
ed together,  are  to  be  formed  into  a pnllc  with 
the  foap.  This  is  the  caullic  employed  by  the 
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late  Mr.  Elfc  of  St.  Thomas's  Hofpita]  in  the 
radical  cure  of  the  hydrocele.  The  mode  of 
ufing  it,  is  by  applying  to  the  lower  and  an- 
terior part  of  the  tumour,  a common  adhcfive 
plafter,  fpread  on  leather,  and  confifling  of 
feveral  folds  or  thickneffes,  through  which  is 
made  a circular  hole  or  well  for  the  reception 
of  the  palte.  This  is  buffered  to  lie  on  for 
about  eight  hours,  at  the  end  of  which  time, 
without  having  given  the  patient  much  pain, 
it  will  be  found  to  have  penetrated  down  to 
the  tunica  vaginalis,  and  the  remaining  treat- 
ment confiftsonly  in  applying  poultices  till  the 
efehar  Houghs,  the  water  is  evacuated,  and  the 
cure  completed.  Jt  may  not  be  improper 
however  to  add,  that  the  application  of  kali 
purum  anfwers  equally  well  in  the  cure  of  the 
hydrocele,  and  the  pain  it  occafions  is  inconft- 
derable.

healthy,  no  lefs  than  the  unfound  parts  of  the 
urethra,  arc  expofed  to  their  effefts,  and  may 
become  difeafed  in  proportion  as  the  difeafed 
parts  become  found.  For  thefe  reafons,  and 
becaufe  of  the  impoibbility  of  medicating  fo 
much  and  no  more  of  the  bougie  than  comes 
in  contaft  with  the  ftri&ure,  furgeons  have, 
for  the  mod  part,  given  up  the  ufe  of  them.

Some  furgeons  have  preferred  the  common 
plalter  bougie  with  a little  red  nitrated  qhick- 
filver,  or  fome  other  efeharotic  rubbed  upon, 
or  rather  incorporated  with,  the  fmall  end, 
which  they  have  afterwards  endeavoured  to 
pafs  into  the  Itri&ure.  But  the  objections  to 
this  method  are  obvious. 

Bougies  are  likewife  formed  of  catgut,  a 
fubllance  well  calculated  to  penetrate  a Itric- 
tured  part  in  the  firlt  inltancc,  as  it  admits  of 
being  made  fmallcr  than  the  plalter  bougie  and 
yet  poll'clTes  a fufficient  degree  of  elalticity  and 
ftrength  to  allow  of  being  pulhed  forward 
with  fome  force.  Catgut  bougies  are  alfo 
well  calculated  to  pafs  through  an  aperture 
which  takes  a winding  fort  of  direction-,  a calc 
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in  which  the  common  bougie  very  frequently 
fails.  They  do  lefs  however  towards  dilating 
the  ftrifture  than  is  generally  fuppofed,  as 
they  foon  become  foft  and  flabby,  and  in  that 
date  rather  yield  to  the  p re  {lure  of  the  drifture 
than  produce  the  effeft  of  dilating  it.

Simple  bougies,  or  thofc  dcfigned  to  a£b  me- 
chanically on  flriftures  in  the  urethra,  hjive 
been  prepared  frorh  various  receipts  which  it 
is  fcarcely  worth  while  to  enumerate  ; the  in- 
gredients being,  for  the  mofl  part  alike,  but 
differing  in  their  proportions.  We  fhall  there- 
fore confine  our  account  to  the  following  com- 
pofitions.  the  former  of  which  is  recommended 
by  Mr.  Hunter.

Thefe  are  to  be.  boiled  together  over  a flow 
fire  for  fix  hours.  Bougies  made  with  this 
compofition  will  be  found  much  too  foft  for 
immediate  ufe,  but  after  keeping  fomc  months, 
will  acquire  fufficient  firmnefs.  If  this  be  an 
■objeftion  however,  it  may  eafily  be  removed 
and  the  j Idler  made  of  a differ  confidence  by 
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adding  two  or  three  ounces  more  wax  and  the 
like  quantity  of  minium,  and  continuing  the 
boiling  till  the  latter  is  diffolved. 

Bougies  ought  to  be  fmooth  and  fupple,  and 
yet  of  fufficient  firmnefs  to  admit  of  being 
pretty  ftrongly  urged  by  the  hand  of  the  fur- 
geon,  without  bending  or  twilling  in  the  ure- 
thra. They  are  formed  of  narrow  flips  of  thin 
linen  rag,  which,  after  being  equally  dipped 
into  the  melted  compofition,  are  firmly  folded 
up  and  afterwards  rolled  on  a marble  flab  till 
their  furface  is  perfectly  uniform.  Their  fhape' 
Ihoulct  be  nearly  equal,  except  towards  the: 
point,  which  fhould  taper  very  gradually  for. 
about  the  length  of  an  inch. 

A tolerably  good  compofition  for  bougies, 
may  alfo  be  formed  with  litharge  pialler  and 
yellow  wax,  to  which  maybe  added,  a fmall 
quantity  of  red  fulphurated  quickfilver.  The  ' 
following  formula  is  from  Swediaur.

Thefe  are  to  be  boiled  in  the  ufual  way  till 
only  four  quarts  remain.  The  power  of  cur- 
ing the  venereal  difeafe  has  been  attributed  to 
this  medicine,  but  it  is  not  more  to  be  , depend- 
ed on  than  guaiacum  or  other  vegetable  fub- 
flances  of  which  the  fame  thing  has  been  al- 
ledged.  The  effetts  of  this  deco&ion  are 
purgative,  and  the  manner  of  taking  it,  as 
deferibed  by  Swediaur,  as  follows.  The  pa- 
tient is  to  begin  with  half  a pint  twice  a day. 
The  fame  quantity  is  then  to  be  taken  four 
times  a day  and  continued  fo  long  as  its  pur- 
gative effeft  is  not  too  confiderable.  When 
the  cafe  is  otherwife,  it  is  to  be  difeontinued 
for  three  or  four  days,  and  then  had  recourfe  to 
again  till  the  cure  is  completed.  As  this  is  a 
remedy  on  the  old  fyllem,  little  confidence,  we 
apprehend,  ought  to  be  placed  in  it.

There  is 
fome  reafon  however,  to  allow  of  its  efficacy  in 
difeafes  of  the  pro  date  gland.

This  is  a remedy  of  very  cxtenfive  utility  in 
furgery.  Like  the  preparation  lad  mentioned 
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however,  it  has  been  denied  the  properties  of 
an  antify philitic,  particularly  by  the  late  Sir 
John  Pringle,  who,  notwithstanding,  allows 
it  confiderable  merit.  The  teftimony  of  Van 
Swieten  and  others  in  its  favour  may  indeed 
be  oppofed  to  this,  but  it  is  certainly  polfelled 
oftoo  much  aftivi  y to  merit  a pieference  to 
thofe  other  preparations  of  quickhlver  that  pro- 
duce the  mercurial  etfett  in  a more  quiet  way.

This  preparation  has,  till  of  late,  gone  under 
the  name  of  Schulz's  calomel,  but  it  is  a matter 
of  doubt  whether  its  properties  be  the  fame  apt 
thofe  of  the  calomel  in  common  ufe;  it  is,  how- 
ever, adminiftered  in  the  fame  dofe.

The  chief  and  a!  mo  It  only  ufe  of  this  m 
furgery,  is  in  the  adminiftration  of  quick  (li- 
ver by  fumigation.  Thus  employed  however, 
it  has  proved  exceedingly  ferviceable  in  vene- 
real ulcerations  and  excrcfcences  about  the 
anus,  &c.  in  which  cafes,  it  is’ very  convenient- 
ly applied  by  placing  a red  hot  heater  at  the 
bottom  of  a night-ftool-pan,  and  after  fprink- 
ling  on  it  a few  grains  of  the  red  fulphurated 
quick filver,  placing  the  patient  upon  the  {tool. 
To  fumigate  ulcers  in  the  throat,  it  is  necefiary 
to  receive  the  fumes  on  the  part  affefted 
through  the  tube  of  a funnel.  It  has,  on  fome 
occafions,  been  contrived  to  fumigate  the  whole 
of  the  body  at  once,  and  in  this  way  the  fpeci- 
fic  powers  of  the  quickfilver  have  been  very 
rapidly  excited.

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This  is  the  inje&ion  recommended  by  Mr. 
Earle  in  the  cure  of  the  hydrocele.  If  the  tu- 
mour be  very  large,  he  direfts  it  to  be  emptied 
and  the  water  fuffered  to  accumulate,  till  about 
fix  ounces  are  collefted.  It  is  then  to  be  tapped 
in  the  common  way,  and  as  much  of  the  red 
wine  injection,  made  blood  warm,  is  to  be 
thrown  in  through  the  canula  of  the  trocar,  as 
will  diftend  the  tumour  to  its  original  fize.  It 
is  to  be  allowed  to  remain  there  for  about  five 
minutes,  after  which  it  is  to  be  prelfed  out, 
and,  if  the  fubfequent  inflammation  prove  con- 
fiderable,  a common  poultice  is  to  be  had  re- 
courfe  to.  It  appears  from  experiments  made 
by  other  practitioners,  that  the  cure  in  this  cafe 
is  lefs  to  be  attributed  to  the  materials  which 
compote  this  injection,  than  to  the  mere  cir- 
cumftance  of fuddenly  redijlending  the  fack : air, 
the  water  of  the  hydrocele,  and  other  liquids, 
having  fucceeded  equally  well  when  this  cir- 
cumftance  has  been  attended  to*. 

* Dr.  Donald  Monro,  in  a note,  p.  141,  of  his  EJfay  on  the 
Bropfy,  publilhed  in  1755,  fpeaks  of  this  mode  ot  radi- 
cally curing  the  hydrocele,  in  the  following  terms  : “ Mr. 
Monro,  furgeon  to  Lord  Hume's  regiment,  taking  the  hint 
from  the  method  propofed1  by  my  father  (Profcjfor  Alex - 
ander  Monro  of  Edinburgh)  of  curing  the  hydrocele,  by 
railing  a fmall  degree  of  inflammation,  attempted  to  make 
a radical  cure  in  the  following  manner.  After  having  let 
out  the  water  of  a large  hydrocele,  that  had  been  often

His  patient  recovered, 
and  has  never  fince  had  a return  of  the  hydrocele.  This 
violent  inflammation  which  the  ardent  fpirits  brought  on 
in  this  patient,  induced  him  to  try  a milder  remedy  in  the 
next  cafe  that  offered ; when,  having  let  out  the  water,  he 
inje&cd  fomc  claret  into  the  fcrotum,  by  which  means 
only  a flight  degree  of  inflammation  was  raifed,  but  it 
fucceeded  to  his  with  by  completing  a cure  : fince  which 
time  he  has  made  feucral  radical  cures  by  this  remedy  alouc."

It  refembles,  in  its  properties,  the 
remedy  propofed by  Dr.  Fowler,  for  which,  ice 
folutio  arfenici. 

KALI  PURUM.  (L) 

This  is  a mod  powerful  caudic,  and  perhaps 
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themodufeful,  for  that  reafon,  of  any  employed 
in  furgery.  It  a£ls  immediately  on  being  applied 
to  a living  part,  and  in  that  refpeft,  has  the  ad- 
vantage of  thofe  fubftances  which  require  to  be 
applied  for  a length  of  time,  and  whole  adtion, 
of  courfe,  is  left  more  to  accident.  In  the 
ftate  direfted  by  the  College,  it  has  a difpofuion 
to  liquify,  which  is  exceedingly  inconvenient; 
but  it  has  been  improved  in  this  relpeft  by  a 
fpecies  of  adulteration  practiced  by  the  chemids, 
who  introduce  a fmall  proportion  of  unllaked 
lime  in  fine  powder,  and  thus  give  the  {ticks; 
into  which  it  is  formed,  a fuitable  degree  of  fo-  ‘ 
lidity. 

Its  principal  ufe  is  for  opening  abfeeffes  and 
venereal  buboes,  and  the  mode  of  applying  it 
is  as  follows.  The  caultic,  being  (lightly  moift-  I 
ened  at  the  end  with  a little  water,  is  to  be  rub-  1 
bed  on  the  thinned,  mod  prominent,  and  mod 
depending  part  of  the  tumour.  Its  immediate 
effeft  will  be  todedroy  the  fldn,  which  is  to  he 
removed  and  the  farther  operation  of  the  cauf- 
tic  encouraged,  by  continuing  the  friftiori  in 
various  directions.  By  a little  management  of 
this  fort,  the  living  parts  may  be  fuccefiively 
brought  into  contaCf  with  the  caudic,  fo  that,  at 
length,  a complete  opening  may  be  effcCted. 
This  however  being  a procefs  of  fome  feve- 
rity  to  the  patient,  and  the  immediate  dilcharge 
of  the  matter  of  an  abfeefs  feldom  if  ever  requi- 
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fitc,  it  will  be  found  lufRcient  to  rub  the  part" 
with  the  cauftic  three  or  four  times  in  the  man- 
ner deferibed.  and  afterwards  cover  the  etchar 
with  a lmall  bit  of  lint,  which  may  eithei  oe  con- 
fined, by  an  adheiive  plafter  or  by  a common 
poultice.  In  a day  or  two,  the  dead  poition 
will  begin  to  {lough,  and  the  matter  will  find  a 
gradual  outlet  at  the  edges.  Some  caution  is 
neceflary  to  confine  this  application  to  as  lmall 
a point  as  poll.ble,  on  account  of  the  difpohti- 
on  of  the  kali  to  aft  laterally,  for  this  reafon 
it  fhould  rather  be  twirled  between  the  finger 
and  thumb,  than  employed  with  a circuitous 
motion  of  the  hand. 

Cauftics  arc  applied  to  various  parts  of  the 
body,  with  a view  of  exciting  a new  aftion 
and  by  that  means  fuperieding  dileafed  ac- 
tion. Under  this  idea  it  is,  that,  the  late  Mr. 
Pott  fuggefted  a mode  of  treating  incurvations 
of  the  dorful  vertebrae  in  lcrofulous patients,  by 
applying  a cauftic  on  each  fide  of  the  projec- 
tion and  afterwards  eftablifhing  a confiderable 
drain,  by  converting  them  into  large  ilfues,  a 
plan  of  treatment  of  which  every  day  s experi- 
ence proves  the  propriety.

Thefe  are  to  be  (lowly  boiled  over  the  fire 
till  the  liquor  thicicens,  afiei  which  it  is  to  be 
ftiained  through  a cloth.  W e form,  by  this 
means,  a delicate  mucilage  which  poffeffes 
properties  fomewhat  different  from  that  of 
gum  arabic,  particularly  in  not  being  fo  eafily 
wafhed  away  from  the  part  to  which  it  is  ap- 
plied. Hence  it  is  to  be  preferred  as  an  ingre- 
dient in  inje&ions,  and  as  a means  of  palliating 
the  irritation  of  ulcers  in  the  throat. 

NATRON  PR./EPARATIUM.  (L) 

This  is  employed,  in  fcrofulous  affeflions, 
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in  lieu  of  burnt  fponge,  of  which,  indeed,  it  is 
the  bafts.  The  dofe  in  thefe  cafes,  is  from  ten 
or  twenty  grains  to  two  drams.  It  has  been 
lately  recommended,  in  very  ftrong  terms,  in 
calculus  and  in  nephritic  difeafes,  by  Dr.  Bed- 
doe*. 

OLEUM  PALMdE  CAMPHORATUM.

The  camphor  is  to  be  reduced  to  powder, 
and  the  palm  oil,  melted  and  fuffered  to  be- 
come nearly  cold,  is  to  be  mixed  with  it.  On 
account  of  its  great  diffufibility,  the  oil  here  di- 
refted  will  be  found  a better  vehicle  for  the  cam- 
phor than  olive  oil,  or  any  other  unftuons  fub- 
ftance.  This  is  an  exceedingly  ufeful  applica- 
tion to  promote  the  fuppuration  of  ablcelfes  ; 
and  with  that  view,  when  poultices  are  ufed, 
it  may  be  previoufly  rubbed  on  the  fuppurating 
part.  This  and  feveral  valuable  formulae  in 
the  courfe  of  this  work,  were  in  ufe  at  the 
Glocefter  Infirmary,  and  introduced  there  by 
Dr.  Cheflon,  during  his  pra&ice  as  a furgeon. 

OLEUM  E SEMINIBUS  LINI.  (L J 

The  medicinal  ufes  of  linfeed  oil  are  confi- 
ned to  two,  that  of  an  ingredient  in  the  old 
iinimentum  oleofum,  and  that  of  an  application 
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fro  cancerous  fores.  In  the  latter  much  lias 
been  afferted  of  its  properties,  and  cafes  hav« 
been  faid  to  terminate  fuccefsfully  by  it’s  ufe. 
In  the  noli  me  tangere  at  lead,  it  certainly  has 
proved  of  confiderable  fervice. 

OLEUM  E SEMINIBUS  RICINI.  (L ) 

The  ufe  of  this,  as  a mild  yet  efficacious 
purgative,  is  well  known.  In  furgical  cafes, 
where  purging  with  the  lead  poffible  degree 
of  irritation  is  required,  this  remedy  is,  of  all 
others,  to  be  recommended. 

OLEUM  TEREBINTHINyE.  ( L) 

This  is  a well-known  medicine.  It  is  ufed 
internally  in  gleets  and  nephritic  complaints, 
and  externally,  as  a dimulating  liniment  and  a 
ftypUc,  in  which  latter  characters  it  proves  no 
inadequate  remedy  although  lurgeons  feldom 
chooie  to  have  recourfe  to  it.  A folution  of 
madich  in  oil  of  turpentine  forms  an  adver- 
tifed  remedy  for  the  tooth-ach. 

OLEUM  TEREBINTHINATUM.

In  deafnefs  occafioned  by  defective  or  dif- 
eafed  aCtions  of  the  glandulas  cerumenesc,  Mr. 
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Maule  dire&s  a little  of  this  oil  to  be  dropped 
into  the  patient’s  ear,  or  applied  at  the  end  of 
a fmall  doll  1 of  cotton.  W hen  a thin  fccre- 
tion  takes  place,  the  cure  is  alfo  promoted, 
by  a fmall  bliller,  which  he  orders  to  be  placed 
as  near  to  the  ear  as  convenient,  and  kept 
open  by  the  common  means.  Added  to  this, 
it  is  exceedingly  material,  to  keep  the  cavity 
clean  by  daily  wiping  with  a lengthened  bit  of 
foft  cotton,  affixed  to  a probe  and  palled  to  the 
bottom  of  the  ear.  This,  being  twirled  gently 
round,  will  abforb  that  moilt  and  offenfive  dif- 
charge,  which,  if  fuffered  to  remain,  might  be 
capable  of  aggravating  the  fymptoms,  or  at  lead 
of  retarding  the  cure. 

OPIUM  PURIFICATUM.  (L) 

The  knowledge  of  this  remedy  is  almofl  as 
extenfive  as  its  ufefulnefs  in  medicine  and 
furgery.  Its  properties  are  fo generally  under-*, 
flood,  that  no  particular  remarks  on  them  can 
be  thought  necedary  in  this  place.

The  valuable  qualities  of  this  remedy  have 
never  been  properly  appreciated.  When  fuf- 
ficiently  diluted,  either  with  water  or  by  mix- 
ture with  digeftive  ointments,  it  proves  very 
effectual  in  the  treatment  of  fcrofulous  or  un- 
healthy ulcers.  Formed  into  a gargle  it  is  often 
of  fervice  to  fmall  ulcers  in  the  mouth,  and  to 
the  gums  when  in  a fpongy  flate.

The  formula  here 
given  is  from  Guy’s  Hofpital,  and  fimilar  indeed 
to  the  mode  of  preparing  the  extract  fold  in  the 
fhops.  On  the  medicinal  properties  of  hem- 
lock, a great  diverfity  of  opinions  have  been 
maintained,  and  for  this  there  is  a mode  of  ac- 
counting, of  which  few  perhaps  are  aware. 
According  to  fome  writers,  but  more  parti- 
cularly Dr.  Withering,  there  are  feveral  ways 
in  which  the  views  of  a medical  pra&itioner 
in  prefcribing  this  remedy  may  be  fruftrated. 
The  plant  chofen  for  preparing  the  extra#  may 
not  be  the  true  conium  maculatum,  which  is 
diflinguifhed  by  red  fpots  along  the  (talk.  It 
may  not  be  gathered  when  in  perfeftion,  namely, 
when  beginning  to  flower.  The  infpilfation  of 
the  juice  may  not  have  been  performed  in  a 
water-bath)  but,  for  the  fake  of  difpatch,  over  a 
common  fire.  The  leaves,  of  which  the  powder 
is  made,  may  not  have  been  cautioufly  dried  and 
preferved  in  a well  Hopped  bottle;  or,  if  fo,  may 
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{till  not  have  been  guarded  from  the  ill  effcfts 
of  expofure  to  the  light.  Or  laftly,  the  whole 
medicine  may  have  fuffered  from  the  mere  effefts 
of  long  keeping.  1 rom  any  of  ihefe  caules,  it 
is  evident,  the  powers  of  cicuta  may  have  fuf- 
fered; and  it  happens,  no  doubt,  very  frequent- 
ly, that  the  failure  of  it  ought,  in  faft,  to  be  at- 
tributed to  one  or  other  of  them. 

The  mode  of  admi raftering  Hemlock,  is  by 
beginning  with  a very  fmall  dole,  and  augmen- 
ting it  gradually,  till  the  patient  begins  to  ex- 
perience fome  inconvenient  effefts  in  the  head 
and  ftomach ; at  which  period  it  is,  that  the 
good  effefts,  if  any  can  be  produced,  will  be 
manifeft.  From  one  pill  to  twenty,  may  there- 
fore be  taken  in  twenty-four  hours.

As  the 
mixture  is  apt  to  grow  too  thick  during  the  tri- 
ture,  it  is  alfo  necelfary  to  add  a drop  or  two  of 
water  occafionally,  and  particularly  at  the  mo- 
ment of  adding  the  magnefia,  which  fhould  be 
performed  carefully,  otherwife  the  quick lilver 
will  run  into  globules.  When  the  mafs  is  of  a 
proper  confiftence  it  is  to  be  divided  into  twenty- 
four  pills,  of  which  one  or  two  may  be  given 
night  and  morning.

It  has  not  however  been  explained,  in  what 
particular  fpecies  of  ulcer  it  is  molt  lerviceable, 
nor  on  what  principle  it  a£ts.  It  is  to  be  lightly 
fprinkled  over  the  ulcer  once  a day,  or,  if  the 
healing  appear  to  be  at  a Hand,  twice.  Where 
there  is  great  irritability,  the  addition  of  pow- 
dered opium  is  recommended,  in  the  proportion 
of  a dram  to  an  ounce.

The 
mode  of  applying  it  is  by  means  of  a bit  of 
lint  fixed  to  the  end  of  a probe.  This  being 
dipped  into  the  liquid,  is  ftreaked  round  the 
extreme  edges  of  the  ulcer.  In  fome  painful 
ulcers  alfo,  which  Refill  the  operation  of  com- 
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mon  remedies,  and  which  rather  appear  to  be 
aggravated  by  the  ufe  of  emollients,  it  will 
frequently  prove  ferviceable.

Fowler,  who  diretts  this  formula,  employs  it  in 
the  cure  of  agues,  as  it  appears,  with  confider- 
able  fuccefs.  In  furgical  cafes,  its  ufe  will  be 
chiefly,  though  not  entirely,  limited  to  its  ap- 
plication as  a topic  in  cancerous  ulcers.  The 
folution  being  diluted  to  the  proportion  of  one 
grain  of  arfenic  to  a quart,  a poultice  is  to  be 
made  of  it  with  crumb  of  bread,  and  applied 
next 'the  wound.  The  late  Mr.  Juftamond 
tried  arfenic  very  extenfively  in  cancerous  af- 
fe&ions,  and,  from  his  defeription,  even  its  ex- 
ternal application  is  to  be  managed  with  great 
caution,  on  account  of  the  deleterious  effects  it 
is  liable  to  produce  on  the  fyftem,  probably 
from  its  being  abforbed.  In  adminiftering  this 
folution  internally,  Dr.  Fowler  dire£ts  a dole  of 
ten  or  twelve  drops,  to  adults,  twice  or  three 
times  a day  ; but  it  may  be  prudent  to  begin  with 
a much  fmallcr  quantity.  The  properties  of 
arfenic  are  thofe  of  a very  powerful  tonic.

The  muriated  quick  filver  is  to  be  rubbed 
with  the  fpirit,  till  it  is  completely  diffolved. 
This  is  the  mercurial folution  of  Van  Swieten, 
who  directed  it,  in  venereal  complaints,  in  the 
dofe  of  one  ounce  twice  a day.  At  St.  Bartho- 
lomew’s Hofpital,  an  aqua  hydrargyri  muriati  is 
kept,  confiding  of  eight  grains,  with  two  drams  I 
of  muriated  ammonia,' diffolved  in  a pint  of  1 
water ; the  dofe,  half  an  ounce  twice  a day. 
The  fpirit  however  is  certainly  to  be  preferred, 
as  it  in  fome  meafure  prevents  the  ill  effefts 
which  this  remedy  is  apt  to  produce  on  the  I 
fiomach  and  bowels.

Aquae  di fhillatae  q.  f. 

The  water  is  to  be  added  in  fuch  a quantity 
as  barely  to  diffolve  the  whole  of  the  fait. 
This  folution  is  of  fervice  in  complaints  of  the 
ear,  particularly  thofe  which  arife  from  hard- 
ened wax,  which  it  has  a tendency  to  foften, 
fo  that  the  car  may  be  afterwards  cleanfed  by 
f)  linging  warm  water  into  it.  This  remedy 
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was  fir  ft  brought  into  notice  by  Dr.  Haygartb, 
who  found  it  a better  folvent  of  the  wax  than 
any  thing  before  ufed  for  that  purpofe.

The  addition  of  one  ounce  of 
camphor,  forms  the  folutio  faponis  campkorata, 
a preparation  fimilar  to  the  Linimtntum  faponis 
compofitum  of  the  College.

which  cale  it  fhould  be  applied  on  linen  rags. 

SPONGIA  USTA.  (LJ 

Burnt  fponge  has  for  fome  time  been  employ- 
ed, in  the  dofe  of  from  one  to  three  fcruples, 
for  the  cure  of  fcrofula.  But  as  its  properties 
merely  depend  on  the  quantity  of  natron  it 
contains,  the  latter  is  now  generally  preferred. 
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SUCCUS  ACONITI  SPISSATUS. 

This  remedy  is  prepared  exattly  in  the  way 
di retted  by  the  College  for  the  extratt  of  hem- 
lock. It  is  given  at  St.  Bartholomew’s  Hofpi- 
tal,  in  cancerous  and  fcrofulous  cafes,  in  pro- 
grefhve  dofes.  beginning  with  four  or  five  grains 
three  times  a day. 

SUCCUS  CICUT^:  SPISSATUS.  (L) 

Concerning  this  remedy,  the  preparation  of 
which  is  fully  deferibed  in  the  new  College 
Pharmacopoeia,  particular  mention  is  made  un- 
der the  head  of  pilulce  cicutce. 

SUCCUS  HYOSCYAMI  SPISSATUS. 

This  alfo  is  prepared  in  the  manner  diretted 
for  cicuta.  It  has  been  tried,  with  various 
degrees  of  fuccefs,  in  cancer  and  fcrofula  ; and 
Mr.  Bell,  of  Edinburgh,  fpeaksof  having  employ- 
ed it  with  advantage  in  chordees  which  have 
refilled  the  ufe  of  opium.  He  recommends  the 
dole  of  it  to  be  gradually  increafed  from  one 
grain  to  two,  three,  or  more,  three  times  a day* 
After  the  patient  has  taken  it  fome  weeks,  the 
quantity  in  each  dofe  will  admit  of  being  in- 
creaied  to  feven  or  eight  grains,

I he  dofe  is  from  on© 
to  two  tea  fpoonfuls  night  and  morning. 

TERRA  PONDEROSA  MURIATA. 

A faturated  watery  folution  of  muriated  bary- 
tes, (a  fait  produced  by  combining  the  true  terra 
ponderofa  with  muriatic  acid)  has  of  late  been 
introduced  into  practice  by  Dr.  Adair  Crawford, 
who  tried  it  very  extenfively  in  St.  Thomas’s 
Hofpital,  and  found  it  “ peculiarly  calculated  to 
correft  the  fcrofulous  diathefis.” 

Great  nicety  is  required  in  the  preparation  of 
this  medicine,  and  its  exhibition  mull  be  regu- 
lated with  the  utmoR  caution.  Four  or  five 
drops,  in  diltilled  water,  twice  a day,  is  a fuffi- 
cient  dofe  in  the  beginning;  but  it  may,  in 
fome  cafes,  be  gradually  increaled  to  fifteen 
drops  or  more.  Should  any  naufea  however,  or 
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vertigo,  be  occafioned,  this  quantity  cannot  be 
fafely  augmented*.

The  application  of  this  remedy  has  been 
grolsly  miftaken  in  its  general  ufe  as  a ftyptic 
to  frefh  wound?,  which  it  certainly  injures,  not 
only  by  its  Simulating  qualities  but  alfo  by  the 
feparation  of  the  rezins  which  takes  place  on 
its  intermixture  with  the  blood.  Thefe  form 
a fubftance  which  abfolutely  prevents,  what 
is  mod  definable  in  fuch  a cafe,'  the  fides  of  the 
wound  from  corning  into  contaft  and  uniting 
by  the  firft  intention.  Its  proper  application 
is  to  langid  ulcers,  and  in  this  view  it  is  in

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general  ufe  at  feveral  of  the  hofpitals,  particular-, 
ly  St.  Bartholomew’s.  Another  very  impor- 
tant ufe  of  it,  is  to  form  a mechanical  covering 
to  the  aperture  made  in  the  Ikin  by  fome  com- 
pound fraftures.  In  thefe,  theobjeflis,  to  pre- 
vent the  admifiion  of  air,  fo  as  to  give  nature 
a chance  of  uniting  the  bone  in  the  way  of  a Am- 
ple fratture.  To  effeft  this  very  eligible  mode 
of  cure  requires  fome  nicety  in  the  application 
of  the  tindture,  which  is  commonly  ufed  on 
pledgits  of  lint,  laid  one  over  the  other,  fo  as  to 
cover  the  orifice  and  extend  to  fome  didance 
around  it.  It  is  of  great  confequence,  in  mak- 
ing this  attempt,  to  prevent  the  tinfture  from 
flowing  into  the  wound,  for  which  reafon,  it 
would  perhaps  be  mod  advifeable  to  cover  it 
with  a little  gold-beater’s  fkin  before  the  tinc- 
ture is  more  profufely  employed.

This  differs  from  the  College  formula  only 
in  the  omifiion  of  the  cochineal  which  is  a ufe- 
lefs  ingredient.  The  cantharides  are  to  be  di- 
gefted  for  eight  days  in  the  fpirit,  which  is  af- 
terwards to  be  drained. 

This  tinfture  is  given  internally  for  gleets, 
and  for  incontinence  of  urine  arifing  from  a 
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defeftive  afliion  of  the  fphin&er  vcficae,  whicki 
it  ferquently  reftores  by  its  flimulus.  The: 
ufual  dofe  is  from  ten  to  forty  drops  twice  or 
thrice  a day.  Externally  its  principal  ufe  is  in 
the  cure  of  finufes  and  fiflulous  openings,  when 
it  is  employed  as  an  injettion  in  the  proportion 
of  three  or  four  drams  to  a pint  of  water.  Its 
good  effe&s  in  thefe  cafes,  depend  on  its  being 
fufficiently  ftrong  to  excite  inflammation. 

TINCTURA  FERRI  MURIATE  (L)

The  ruft  of  iron  is  to  be  mixed  with  the  mu- 
riatic acid  in  a glafs  veffel,  in  which  Rate,  being 
occafionally  fhaken,  they  are  to  remain  fort 
three  days.  The  clear  part  is  then  to  be  evapo- 
rated to  one  pint,  and  when  cold,  the  fpirit  I 
is  to  be  added. 

Internally,  this  is  fometimes  given  for  gleets,, 
but  a more  important  ufe  has  been  alTigned  it; 
of  late  by  Mr.  Cline,  who  orders  it  in  dyfuria, . 
when  a confequence  of  Jlridure,  in  the  dofe  of; 
ten  drops  every  ten  minutes.  This  relaxes  the 
fpalm  through  which  the  retention  is  occafion- 
ed,  by  producing  naufeau,  which  appears  to  be 
the  mode  of  its  operation.  Mr.  Juflamond’s 
liquid  for  external  ufe  in  cancers,  and  which  i 
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the  original  inventor  called  his  panacea  anti- 
cancrofa,  partook  confiderably  of  the  nature  of 
this  tin&ure,  which,  indeed,  was  fometimes  fub- 
ftituted  for  it.  Laflly,it  is  remarkably  efficacious 
in  deflroying  venereal  warts,  either  ufed  alone 
or  diluted  with  a fmall  proportion  of  water.

Thefc  are  to  be  digefted,  in  a gentle  heat, 
for  eight  days,  and  the  tinflure  drained.  This 
medicine  is  not  fo  much  in  ufe  as  formerly.  It 
is  occafionally  employed  however  in  detergent 
gargles,  and  as  an  application  to  ulcers  that 
require  flimulating.  By  joining  to  thefe  in- 
gredients an  ounce  of  hepatic  aloes,  we  make 
the  old  compound  tin£lur«  of  myrrh,  which, 
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'though  now  in  difufe,  is  no  dcfpicable  appli- 
cation to  ulcers  of  a particular  defcription.

From  fifteen  to  twenty  or  thirty  of  thefe 
drops,  given  in  a quarter  of  a pint  of  milk 
twice  a day,  prove  a^very  powerful  remedy 
in  cutaneous  difeafes.  Their  effe&s  are  pro- 
moted confiderably  by  giving  the  farfaparilla 
or  elm-bark  deco&ions  at  the  fame  time.

This  is  the  anodyne fuderijic  of  Mr.  Bromfield,

The  dole  he 
direfts,  is  ten  drops  every  four  or  hx  hours. 

It  may  not  be  amifs  to  remark  here,  that  the 
narcotic  qualities  of  opium  are  greatly,  if  not 
wholly  repreffed,  by  its  junction  with  the  an- 
timony: infomuch,  that  the  effefts  of  a confi- 
derable  dofe  is  rather  that  of  aifuaging  pain 
than  procuring  fleep.

The  ufe  of  this  in  furgery  is  wholly  con- 
fined to  the  treatment  of  opacities  of  the  tranl- 
parent  cornea  of  the  eye.

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rubbed  down  to  an  impalpable  powder,  in  a 
mortar  of  agate,  or  fome  other  fub (lance  that 
will  refill  the  mechanical  a£lion  of  its  particles. 
This,  and  indeed  all  fimilar  powders,  are  ap- 
plied moll  conveniently,  when  mixed  with  a 
fmall  portion  of  honey  or  mucilage.

The  ufe  of  it  is  to  excite  healthy  gra- 
nulations in  obftinate  ulcers,  and  as  an  applica- 
tion in  chronic  inflammation  of  the  eyelids.

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It  may  not  be  improper  to  mention  here,  that 
Dr.  Kirkland  diftinguifhes  the  irritability  of 
ulcers  into  two  kinds,  the  inflammatory,  and 
the  fpafmodic.  The  exigence  of  the  former  is 
evident  from  the  highly  florid  colour  of  the 
part : the  latter  may  be  diltinguifhed  by  its 
languid,  purple,  and  glalfy  appearance.  Both 
are  confiderably  painful  and  fore,  but  the  latter 
when  ever  fo  {lightly  touched,  is  remarkable 
for  throwing  the  mufcles  of  the  limb  into 
aftion. 

In  ulcers  of  the  latter  defeription,  this  oint- 
ment will  be  found  of  fervice,  whilft  thole

This  plant  which  was  fir  ft  brought  into  no- 
tice by  De  Haen,  has  been  generally  confi- 
dered  as  a powerful  remedy  in  calculus ; but  it 
has  not  been  proved,  in  any  inftance,  to  pofiefs 
the  properties  of  a folvent.  The  late  Dr. 
Auftin  however,  recommended  it  upon  the 
principle  of  its  leffening  the  irritability  of  the 
bladder,  and  diminifhinsc  that  lecretion  of  dif- 
eafed  mucus,  which  he  fuppofed  greatly  to  con- 
tribute to  the  augmentation  of  the  Hone. 

Mr.  Bell  of  Edinburgh  ftrongly  recommends 
it  in  that  (fate  of  a gonorrhoea  where  the  irrita- 
bility of  the  bladder  is  excited  in  a high  de- 
gree and  where  the  urine  is  loaded  with  vifcid 
matter.  In  thefe  cafes,  he  di lefts  the  powder 
to  be  given  in  dofes  of  a fcruple  or  half  a dram 
three  times  a day,.  A remedy  of  this  lort  is 
certainly  a great  defidcratum  in  furgery.
